Natural Resources 


Premier Greenfield has _ received, 
along with the premiers of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, a definite offer 
from Premier McKenzie King, of the 
dominion government with respect to 
the transference of the natural 
sources from control of the dominion 

“government to the three provincial 
governments mentioned. 

Premier Greenfield informed the 
legislature on Tuesday that this offer 
had been received and was now being 
considered by the provincial govern- 
ment, In brief, the offer of Premier 
King is that the governments of the 
three prairie provinces relinquish the 
subsidies now being received in licu 
of the ‘ands of the provinces in con- 
trol »* the dominion, and in return re- 
ceive these lands and natural resoure- 
es. In this way, all transactions cf 
the past would be ignored. Premier 
King states, however, that should the 
provinces wish an accounting of past 
transactions, he would not object to 
such an accounting by an independent 
tribunal. Premier Greenfield has not 
yet intimated what the Alberta gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward the offer 
will be. He promised to keep the leg- 
islature fully informed as to the pro- 
gress of negotiations.

Public accounts for the past year 
tabled by Premier Greenfield in the 
house, show a deficit on operation of 
$2,118,209.66, the total expenditure 
from general revenue account having 
been $10,605,155.91 while the total re- 
venue received was $8,486,946.25.

The government’s policy on techni- 
cal education was outlined last wee! 
in a statement made by Hon. Perrin 
Baker, minister of education, to the 
newspapers given in response to some 
criticism that the government was 
neglecting this branch of education. 

“It is the intention to continue a 
vigorous policy on technical educa- 
tion,” said Mr. Baker, “having due re- 
gard to the needs of the situation.” 

The resignation of D. A. Campbell, 
director of technical education for the 
province, who is to resume a position 
in the teaching profession in Ontaric, 
where he taught previously for 26 
years has been misinterpreted by some 
to mean that the government is throw- 
ing up its hands in the matter of te- 
nical education( but such is not the 
case, declares Mr. Baker. 

Records of th department of educa- 
tion show that Alberta has not been 
behind in technical education in the 
past. In 1920 the province used $23,- 
$74.21 from the Dominion government 
being 55 per cent. of the amont avail- 
able Quebec stood next, having used 


52 per cent. of the amount available. 


British Columbia used 44 per cent., 
Saskatchewan 1.5; Manitoba 9.2; On- 
tario 49 per cent.; New Brunswick 11 
per cent.; Nova Scotia 28 per cent.; 
Prince Edward Island nothing In 
1921 Alberta used the entire amount 
available from the Dominion govern- 
ment, being $47,050 for the current 
year and $65,508.80 remaining from 
1920. Some idea of the work dene in 
technical education since 1918 is 
in the following figures:

During 1921, there were 16 of these 
public health ourses at work in the 
provinee, in addition to the district 
nurses who are doing pioneer work in 
the districts where no doctors reside. 
In 1922, it is the intention to have 21 
Public Health Nurses on duty in vari- 
ous parts of the province. It is also 
the intention of the department to es- 
tablish public health stations at many 
points throughout the province, from 
where health literature will be distrib- 
uted, and where periodical instruction 
by lecture and demonstration will be 
given by the public health nurses. It 
is proposed to invite the co-operation 
of volunteer organizations in the 
towns and districts in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of these pub- 
lic health stations, the purpose being 
to maintain some depot where infor- 
mation on public health matters may 
be obtained. This will obviate the ne- 
cessity of delay in receiving informa- 
tion from the departmnt at Edmonton 

Something of the work of these pub- 
lic health nurses is told in reports re

other at Medicine Hat. Babies and 
children of pre-school age are admitt- 
ed to these clinics. Each child is given 
a complete physical examination and 
a record is kept of all cases. Defects 
are noted and treatment cases re- 
ferred to the family doctor. Pre- 
natal clinics are held weekly, and 
many mothers are taking advantage 
of them. The total number in attend- 
ance at these clinics during 1921 was 
3,737, there having been 201 clinics 
held. The nurses made 4,849 visits 
to the homes in “follow-up” work from 
these clinics. 

As many as 60 children have at- 
tended one of these clinics at one time. 
Three public health nurses are on duty 
at these clinics, those not engaged in 
clinics spending their time visiting the 
homes On these visits mothers are 
given instruction in the care and feed- 
ing of children In cases of illness, 
they show the mother how to give 
baths, take temperatures, erect croup 
tents or give any other necessary in- 
struction. 

Gratifying results have been obtain- 
ed from the work done by the public 
health nurses in malnutrition cases. 
These children report regularly to the 
clinics, and their diets are supervised 
by the doctors and nurses. 

During the summer two nurses were 
equipped with a moving picture ma- 
chine and a public health film and sent 
out to various parts of the province, 
the itinerary of the one being arrang- 
ed through the Women’s Institute, and 
the other through the U.F.W.A. The 
total attendance at these lectures was 
5,000. As a result of these lectures, 
frequent requests have come into the 
main office asking for further in- 
formation on pre-natal advice and 
child welfare. 

Two public health nurses were de- 
tailed to accompany Health Exhibits 
through the province and to conduct 
baby clinics wherever possible with 
the aid of the local doctor. A great 
many babies were

a public health nurse to give a course 
of instructions in home nursing and 
first aid. 

The work of the district nurses is 
being carried forward by the health

foodstuffs for the starving. The So- 
viet Government has been able to set 
aside $10,000,000 in gold. It is ex- 


pected that the former sum will enable 
perhaps 1,500,000 victims to be tided 
over, and the latter another three- 
quarters of a million. The British 
Save-the-Child campaign aims to care 
for a quarter of a million children, and 
other British and American relief op- 
erations will, perhaps, rescue 100,000. 
The funds collected by Hoover and his 
assistants last summer will probably 
keep 1,200,000 from starvation. 


Fifteen Million Victims. 


That is to say, if the utmost is re- 
alized by the agencies now at work, 
the lives of some 4,000,000 will be 
saved; but it is estimated that now 
there are 15,000,000 Russians dying 
of starvation, and the total popula- 
tion in the famine area is twice this 
number. The famine is due to the 
drought and only indirectly to the in- 
efficiency of the Soviet Government. 
The normal rainfall in the Russian 
famine district is fourteen inches. 
Last year it was two and one-half 
inches. The normal production of 
grain is 1,008 pounds to the acre. 
Last year it was 14 pounds. In any 
event the crop would have been small, 
since the Russian farmer is chary of 
producing any surplus, fearing it will 
be seized by the government. There 
was no surplus in 1918, 1919 or 1920. 
In 1921 there was the famine. Wheat 
disappeared altogether last fall. For 
five months a population nearly four 
times that of Canada has been without 
ordinary grain and flesh foods. ‘The 
people have been living chiefly upon a 
mixture of leaves and grass boiled 
with powdered horse hoofs, the latter 
to make the compound stick together. 


Children Are Doomed. 


Miss Anna Haines, a Pennsylvania 


or four years as a worker for an Am- 
erican committee, says that in the fa- 
mine area probably 90 per cent of the 
children up to three years old will die 
between now and next summer, des 
pite the relief that can be given. 
Children up to five years old, hundreds 
of thousands of them, have never tast- 
ed bread and milk and would not know 
what to do with it if it were offered to 
them. To them a half-decayed water- 
melon rind is a luxurious treat. Miss 
Haines describes their pitiful cries 13 
faint whimpers, like the mewing of a 
cat. She says the stories of cannibal- 
ism are not exaggerated. The starv- 
ing people eat the dead, which lie ur 
buried by the thousands, because no- 
body is strong enough to bury them. 
They even consume  putrifying re 
mains and thus bring on deadly dis- 
ease. The plague will follow the far:- 
ine as surely as the famine followed 
the drought, and more millions may 
perish, 


Fleeing From Famine. 

When the drought and famine set 
in last summer the peasants knew 
what was before them, and by the 
tens of thousands, those who were 
able piled their movable chattels on 
rude wagons and set out for the Cos- 
sack country in the south, where the 
crops were reported good. They 
abandoned their farms and_ their 
houses and whatever they could not 
earry. Miss Haines gives the story 
of one such family as typical. They 
lived in the section known as Ufa 
on the Trans-Siberian railroad, and 


with two horses, started on their 
journey of thousands of miles. After 
travelling 600 miles one of their 


horses died. They ate it, and with 
the remaining horse continued on 
their way. Then the other horse 
died. They ate it, and, abandoning 
what they could not carry, started 
to walk back home on foot. Their 
children, she says, were glad for such 
a delicacy as a watermelon rind.

And he con- 
tinued to fight in the air until Arm- 
istice Day, commanding the 60th 
Squadron, and habitually violating the 
rule, which in the later stages of the 
struggle forbade the commanding of- 
ficer of squadrons to engage person- 
ally in air combat. When positively

Died of a Cold 


The Lord Chancellor continues: “He 
met with accident after accident, un- 
til hardly a part of his body was quite 
unscathed, but it seemed as if no risk 
or combination of risks could destroy 
so tenacious a life or daunt a spirit 
so buoyant.”

Objects of First 
Aid 


(By Brice Belden, M.D.) 


The object of first aid is to sustain a 
patient and make him as comfortable 
|as may be until the arrival of the doc 
tor. The one who applies first aid 
should think of himself in the light of 
a temporary nurse. 

There is one internal and one ex- 
ternal remedy which are about. all 
| that need to be on hand for first aid, 
so far as medicines are concerred 
One is aromatic spirits of amm nia 
and the other is tincture of iodine. 


Aromatic spirits of ammonia is used 
for weakness due to sickness or ex- 
haustion, for fainting, and for the de- 
pression following injuries. The ay- 
erage dose for an adult is 30 drops, 
well diluted with water, 

Tincture of iodine is applied to cuts, 
|bruises and sprains. It kills the 
germs which are on and in the skin 
{around a wound and also destroy, 
|those that are in the wound. It acts 
best in the absence of watery moistuce 
and it is therefore well not to wash 
| wounds in order to remove dirt, ete., 
until the surgeon takes charge of the 
case. Before bandaging the part the 
iodine solution should be allowed to e -- 
aporate, so as to minimize its caustic 
| effect. 

In the case of serious injurie, 
| place the patient in as comfortabic 
|a position as possible and do nothing 
|but protect the injured parts with 
}clean sheets or towels until the arri- 
| val of the doctoor, 
| If bleeding is too active to disregard 
however, 5 clean compress may be al-

Why The Sea 
Lights Up. 


By Prof. Geo. F. Sleggs, B.Se., in Lon- 
don Daily Mail. 


Night has fallen and our ship lies at 
res‘ in a universe of darkness and 
stillness. We tip over the bulwarks 
a bucketful of water. Instantly ae 
blaze of green flame splashe s far and 
wide, and every droplet of water 
shooting out from the impact raises 


an incandescent patch where it wie 


The microscopic animalcule whos 
myriads light up the surface of the 
water is called Noctiluca (the night 
light.) Other luminous organisms 


live lower down, and when the rone is 


pulled in and coiled on the pitch-black 
deck little flickering lanterns dart and 
hop along its strands; and, lo! the 
glare of the pocket torch reveals that 
the rope is swarming with minute 
shrimps (Amphipods.) 

But the most gloriows experience is 
yet to come. 

To starboard begins a faint rever- 
berating roar of distant machinery, 
which waxes and wanes after the far- 
hion of far-off sounds on a still night. 

The great passenger boat rises on 
the night horizon as a constellation of 
ever-widening lights, and as she draws 
near” have the impression that her 
port-holes near the water’s edge must 


{bc illuminated with green lamps. For 
la suffused halo of green light, low 


down, can be discerned, miles away 
though we are, and by the time the 
fast vessel has approached close en- 
ough for us to hear the swish of the 
torn waters the emerald blaze of the 
Noctiluca is resplendent from stem to 
stern. 

The displays described above were 
witnessed by me during an exception 
al calm last year in the Irish sea, so 
that there is no need to go as far as 
the tropics to encounter brilliant phos- 
phorescent phenomena. 

Luminosity is an exceedingly wide- 
spread phenomenon among the forms 
of animal life that exist in the see, 
though, curiously, no fresh-water 
forms have the power of glowing. 
to be reddish, 

Green is the prevailing color of phos- 
phorescent light; it is never inclined 
to be reddish. 

Phosphorescence has a_ profound 
significance in nature. It must be 
bourne in mind that there is nothing in 
the life of the ocean comparable to the 
production and reception of sound ut- 
terances among its inhabitants. 

Land-living creatures communicat:: 
with each other, express their emo- 


tions, warn enemies, court the oppositf 


sex, largely to the accompaniment o: 
cries and vocal sounds. But marine 
organisms lead silent lives. They are 
invariably devoid of anything corres- 
ponding to ears, though possibly they 
are sensitive to the duller, low-pitched 
vibrations in the water. 

Therefore Nature has endowed them 
with the power of producing light 
where, and for the same purposes that, 
terrestrial creatures utter sounds. 

Strange as it may seem, the scin- 
tillating of a swarm of animalcula in 
the sea is the analogue of the cawing 
of the rookery at eventide. The 
glowing of the waters as the ship 
forges through them corresponds to 
the cries and yells of the wild life 
when the express train dashes through 
the forest.
